Attempts to 
Revive Diver 
Unsuccessful

Amateur skindiver Armancl S. Blough became the 
third skin diving fatality in the southland in recent days 
when attempts to revive the 32-year-old Torrance man 
failed on Catalina Island Thursday morning. Blough was 
pronounced dead two hours after he was pulled from the 

water by a companion.
Joe Hanna, of 3327 W. 189th 

St., said the pair were diving 
off Goat Bay on the island 
when Blough had some diffi­ 
culty with his oxygen tanks at 
the 60-foot level. Hanna went 
to Blough's aid and switched on 
his emergency air supply and 
Blougli began to surface with

Over $13 
Million

Building permits for the 
first six months period ended 
June 30 totaled $13,949,364, 
according to figures released 
this week by the city building 
department. High month for 
the year was January when a 
total of $3,439,911 in permits 
was issued.

Figure for the other months 
of the period are: Feb., 
$1,204,260; March, $2,720,809; 
April, $2,444,802; May, $2,623,- 
296; and June, $1,516,286.

Several large . apartn.ents 
were responsible for the Janu­ 
ary high, and apartment con­ 
struction continued throughout 
most of the period.

Largest permit issued dur­ 
ing the period was one for 
$388,875 issued to Property 
Management for the construc­ 
tion of 20 residences.

AT ABOUT 30 feet, said 
Hanna, Blough appjared to 
panic and shot for the surface.

Buena, heard Hanna's calls for 
help and radioed Avalon for 
help. A Navy ship heard the 
SOS and sent a doctor, Lt, 
Cdmr. Donald Bautts, to the 
scene. Another doctor, Robert 
E. Staff, and a resuscitator 
unit were sent to Avalon, but 
two hours of work over Blough 
failed to revive him.

Sunday escaping with 
more than $1000. Witnesses 
have identified the Falk woman 
as driver of the get-away car.

Last of
Derricks
Toppled

Last of more than 200 wood­ 
en oil derricks in the city 
came tumbling down last 
Thursday morning when H. R. 
Reed, of Huntington Beach, 
felled the derricks. The dor- 
rick was built at 231st St. and 
Pennslyvania Ave. in 1938, and 
was known as Son Well No. 1.

A city ordinance required 
that all derricks had to come 
down in a face-lifting project. 
Three steel derricks still are 
standing, but they, loo, must 
come down.

Shelton ran back into the 
house when he was shot, and 
the officers radioed for help. 
Five officers were called be­ 
fore Shelton was subdued. He 
is 6 feet 1 and weighs 240 
pounds.
